The  Manassas  State  Vocational  School  was  established  in  1944  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  and  offers  the  opportunity  for  intensive  training  in  various  branches 
of  vocational  education.  It  is  designed  primarily  to  meet  the  needs  of  training  beyond 
the  high  school  level  for  the  youth  who  prefers  technical  training  to  professional 
college  training,  but  at  present  the  school  supplements  the  offering  of  high  schools 
by  making  its  services  available  to  any  student  in  any  high  school  in  Viriginia,  but 
particularly  Northern  Virginia,  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  local  school  administra¬ 
tion,  such  services  would  be  of  value  to  the  individual  student. 

The  school  has  been  approved  by  the  Veteran’s  Administration  for  the  training 
of  veterans,  and  many  former  servicemen  are  enrolled.  Two  large  dormitories  offer 
living  accomodations  and  a  cafeteria  provides  meals. 


Academic  classes  are  offered  through  Osbourn  High  School.  Consequently,  many 
of  our  students  are  at  the  vocational  school  for  three  hours  and  in  Osbourn  for  three 
each  day.  School  buses  follow  regular  schedules  between  the  two  schools. 


During  the  past  year  the  following  courses  were  offered  at  the  Manassas  State 
Vocational  School:  Automobile  Mechanics,  Carpentry  and  Woodworking,  Commercial 
and  Applied  Art,  Cosmetology,  Drafting,  Electricity,  Machine  Shop,  Office  Practice, 
Practical  Nursing,  Radio,  Refrigeration,  and  Welding  (Arc).

The  election  for  student  president  in  the  Spring  of  1946  was  without  the  usual 
vigorous  campaign,  since  no  one  chose  to  run  against  the  very  popular  Bo  Williams. 

Bo’s  platform  contained  many  sound  and  constructive  planks  and  in  the  opinion  of 
the  student  body  and  faculty  this  has  been  one  of  the  most  successful  years  in  the  history 
of  student  government  in  Osbourn  High  School,  due  to  the  capable  leadership  of  Bo 
Williams. 


Under  his  administration  the  much-needed  warm-up  jackets  for  the  athletic  teams 
have  been  purchased  and  arrived  early  in  the  season.  Drinking  fountains  were  installed 
in  the  gymnasium  and  football  and  basketball  games  were  made  more  enjoyable  oy  the 
sale  of  printed  programs;  a  supply  store  was  opened,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Honor 
Society,  and  now  students  are  able  to  purchase  such  items  as  pencils,  paper  and  ink 
right  here  in  school.  Our  Gold  Star  servicemen  will  be  remembered  with  a  plaque  in 
the  auditorium,  and  plans  are  being  made  for  the  installation  of  a  public  telephone  in 
the  school.  Plans  are  also  underway  for  a  county  federation  of  the  student  govern¬ 
ment  associations. 

In  November  a  group  of  students,  with  Miss  Smith,  the  Faculty  Adviser,  attended 
a  state  convention  in  Richmond  at  which  Bo  Williams,  as  Vice  President  of  the  Virginia 
Student  Cooperative  Association,  assisted  in  presiding.
